TYPHOON EXPERIENCES. 


THE “BYODO” IN THR TYPHOON. 

The’ Nor lan steamer Byede, 996 tons, 
Capt. Brekke, arrived hera lust night from Saigon 
three days overdue owing to the typhoon which 
entered the coast near Haiphong yester- 
day having been met es voyage, Shortly 
after ber arrival in port a Telegraph reporter 
callcd on board the Bygdo, or rather on, board 
of what remalns of this well known coaster, and 
obtained the following {ntcresting particalars of 
her experlences from the Chief Offices :— 

_ The Bygds left Salgon bound to Hongkong 
on Friday lest, the rath inatant, and 
experienced fine weather uotll In lat.

There nre wn Fotelr; and T am fndebted to my. 
friends among the m7 isslonaies, among the 
diplomats, and with scme of the hleh Koreans 
for my eniestalnment through these many days, 
ldeapair of giving you an accorate Ides of the 
Korean capital. It Is qaite different from an 
oth.rclty on the face of the glote. It is nc 
a mass of the beautifal and the oa, of clviliza- 
tlon and barbarlem, of the ofd and the new, that 
I dont know how todescribe it. Take tits 
situation, Tt "les {n a preat basin surrounded by 
mountains, which in some places are as rosged 
as the wildest peaks cf the Rockle:, and which 
In others have all the beautifol verdare ‘of the 
Alleghanies or the Catskills, The tops of these 
-monntains oft rest In the clouds and masses of 
vapour hang In thelr recesses above the green 
plain upon which theclty fa built. They change 
in thelr hucs with every change of the heavens, 
and they give Seoul a setting more gorgeous 
than jewels. : i : 
The basin, below Is just sbout large enough to 
contain the town, and a great gray wall from 
thirty to forty feet high runs along the sides of the 
hills, bound in the basin and mounting bere and 
there almos: to the tops of the lower mountalns. 
It scales one bill at least one thousand feet In 
helght, and the wall encloses the whole city, It 
was built In nine months by an army of two 
hundred thousand workmen, about five hundred 
years ago, and {s = plece of soild masonry, cone 
alsting of two thick walls of granite packed down 
{In the middle with earth and stones. Its top Is 
so wide that two cartlages could castly be driven 
about {t, and it has, on the side facing the 
country,-a crenellated battlement, with: boles 
large enough for the defenders to shoot through 
with ar.ows, There mre no cannon upon it, and 
it will be no means of defence agalnst the 
batterles cf the Chinese or the Japs In its present 
struggie. Its only use in late years hae been to 
keep ont the tigers and leopards, This wall is 
more than six miles in length, It 1s plerced by 
eight gales, tho arches of which are beantilully 
taid and cut as those of any stone work you will 
find In the United States, Each of these green 
arches has a curved roof of black tles. This 
rests upon carved wooden pillars, which rise 
above the tops of the walla and form watch 
Aowers for, the soldiers. Over the great south 
> gate, the main entrance to the capital, there, 
are (wo such roo's,’ one above the other, 
which are gnarded xt the corners by minlatere 
demons of porce'ain, who seem to be crawling 
along the edges of the structure, It would not 
take much more than s Gatling gun to batter 
down the heavy doors by which these arches are 
closed, These doors are bigger than those of 
any barn In our country.— They are swung upon 
pivots made by pins fitting into the masonry at 
the top and the bottom, They'are sheathed 
with plates of fron riveted on with big bolts, and 
up till now the common Koreans have thought 
them adefence agalnatthe enemy, They have as 
much ceremony connected with them as other 
nations with thelr forts, and there are officers in 
- charge of them who would lose thelr heads if 
they falled in their duty,” Every night just: at 
sundown these gates are closed, and they are 
not opened agaia until about 4 {n the morning, 


The signal of thelr closing and opening {s the 
ringing of a-masive bell in the exact centre of 
the city, After this those who are in cannot 
get out and those who are cutiide cannot get fa. 

The greatest care is taken of the keys to these 

ates, The locks close with a aprlog and the 

cys are kept in the king's palace, except at the 
time that they are used atthe gates, The locks 
themselves are guarded all day at the palace and 
are on!; Lrought fo the gates « short tima before 
closing the clty. Iwiah I could show you one 
of these locks. Each gate hss twoofthem, and 
they. are cach nn heavy-aa a ten-year-old boy, 
It is all that one man can do to carry them from 
one part of the city to the other, and when I 
trled to Ilft one I found my back atralned. They 
are of massive fron, They are made in the 
shane of a box and are two feet wide and at least 
one foot’ thick, They lock with a spring like 
that of padlock, and it takes a hammer to put 
them together, 

When J lifted the lock the gate-keeper warmed 
me with horror to leave It alone. He pointed to 
my neck and drew bl ficger rapidly around in 


order to let me know that I was In. danger of |-- 


losing my head, 1 stlll held it, and he rushed 
toward me aq though he would selze {t from my 
hand, As he came’ up I dropped {t on the 
slones, It clattered and I stooped over and 
tried to ralse It again. As I did so I stood it o9 
end and the rod of iron which was parti! 
’ thrust into the ‘fron box rested on the groan: 
The Korean gate-keeper'a face became ashy, 
Ke grabbed the lock from me, and as he did so 
I could see the reason for his fear. The rod on 
which the fock rested cn the ground formed the 
means of Iecking It, and bad I pushed dows on 
ft the spring wonld have caught, He would 
have heen unable to lock the gate that night 
without going to the palace to get the key, and 
‘might have lont bis head for his carelessness, 
My interpreter showed me the tronble, and he 
told me that the king would surely punish the 
man if be knew that the lock had been out of 
his possession. 1 then went on to the gate and 
looked at the clamay fastening Into which this 
lock went. The bar which I have spoken af 
was as big as an old-fashioned poker, and the 
lock jolned chalns made of Ilnks of wrought 
fron, which were ss big around as the biceps of 
a blacksmith, the rings belng as thick as your 
thumb, ~ 

It was just alter this that the hour for apes | 
the gates of the ci'y approached,  walted a 
watched. First two men came from the gate 
house and sang out in Korean the words that 
the gales were closing and the time was short. 
Thelt voices were as shrill as those of an iman of 
@ Mohammedan mosque when he calls out the 
hour of prayer from the minarets, and they held 
on to thelr final tones for the space of 13 
seconds by my watch. As they crled thers was 
@ grand rush for the gates. Hundreds of mes 
in blick hats and white gowns ran gheatlike 
through the darkoess. Barebe coolles 
dragged great bullccks with packs on thelr backs 
through the doors, and porters by the scores, 
loaded down with all sorte of wares,. came 
stumbling along. There were coolles bearing 
closed boxes, in which were thelr mistresses, 
There were officials on horseback and nobles oa 
foot, all pushing and scrambling to get in before 
tho gates closed, As I watched the big bell 
pealed out ils knell, and ihe two men gras 
the great doors and pulled them together with a 
bang. It took the strength of both to move 
each one of them, and the gates locked with a 
spring. The key, which remalus with the king 
over night, fs not brought back from the palace 
until moralng. It is a massive bar of Iron, and 
it takes a sledge-hammer to drive it into the 
lock, Similar locks are on the “a to tho wall 
which encloses the palace of Kiag, aod on 
each of the eight gates of the city. 

Toside thia great wall, within this settlog of 
mountains, Iles the clty of Seoul. It is a towa 
Digger than Clocinnati, Cleveland, Loulsvilte, 

fasbington City, Buffalo or Detrolt. It contains 
more than three hundred thousand people, and 
it has scarcely a house that is more motory 
bigh. Itisa ay of wids streste and nanow 
wlading alleys, it is a city of thatched buts 
and tlled ons story buildings, On one alia of 
it are the palaces of the king. . They cover an 
ren av large as that of a one thousand-acre 
farm, and they are massive ous-atery 
Sircanted ty ply poopie peg aga 

regu! olacity, Asyou stand en the walle 
a Boon aud took over this medley of 
gear fest impression if that you nate is 
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midst of a vast hay field, Interspersed here and 
there with tiled berns, and the three biggest 
Streeta that cat through there myriad haycocks 
look like m road through the fields. You note 
the shape of the thatched houses, They are all 
formed like horseshoes with the heel of the shoe 
resting on the street. The roofs are tied on with 
strings, and the thatch has grown old, and under 
the soft light of the setting sun it assumen the 
rich colour of brown plush, and there is a velvety 
softness to the whole. As you look closer you 
see that the city ts divided up inta streets, and 
that these narrow and widen and twist and torn 
without rerularity or order. One part of the clty 
4s roade almost entirely of tiled balldings. These 
are the howes of the swells, and over there not 
far from the gate above one such bullding you 
seeon the topof the staff an American. flag. 
That fs the establishment of ur legation to 
Korea, and. the cosy Iittle compounds about It 
are the residences of the missfonarles and the 
other foreigners who reside fo Seoul. d 
Come down now ard take a walk with ine 
through the city, There are no. pavements on 
the streets end you lexk in vain for gas Ismps 
or the signs of an electric MNpht. This city of 
three hundred thousand yeople ts entirely with- 
oot sanitary arrangements. There ie not a 
water closet In it and the sewage flows along in 
open drains through the streets and you bave to 
be carefal of your steps. There are no water 
works except the Korean water carrler, who, with 
‘a pole on his back. takes up the whole sidewalk 
as he carrles two buckets of water along with 
him through the streets. The clouds are left to 
do the sprinkling of the highways, save where 
here and there a housebolder takes a 
dtpper and ladies out the sewer fluid ta Iny the 
dust.’ All the slops of each house run into 
the ditches along the aldewalk, and the smell 
comes up {n colid chunks so thick that it could 
be almost cut into slices and packed away for 
use as a patent fertilizer, Mixed with the smell 
Is the smoke. This comes out of chimneys 
abont two feet above the ground, which jut out 
from the walls of the houses Into the streets. 
Fit a stove pipe joto your house at right angles 
with the ficor of the porch and you have the 
average Korean chimpey. At certain hours of 
the morning and evening each of these chimne 
vomlts forth the smoke of the straw which the 
people use for the fires of their cooking and the 
air becomes blue. The doors to the bouses 
along the strest are more Ike those of a stable 
or a barn thantheentrance toresidences. They 
are very.rado, and In the bottom of each is cut 
a hole for the dog, Such deors as are open give 
no Insight to the homies of the people, and I was 
in Seon! for sometime before I-knew that these 
doors facing the street were merely the entrance 
gates to large compounds or yards in which 
were very comfortable bulldings, Ithought that 
the nobles lived in there thatched buts. They 
tre {in reality only the quarters of the servante, 
and the homes of the better classes contaln 
maty rooms, and are In some cases almost as. 
well fitted for comfort as those of our own, 
There houses alobg the atrects have no 
windows to speak of. There are under the roof 
Httle openings about a foot square, Those: are 
filled with lattice and backed with paper. They 
permit the light to.come fo, but you cannot’ sce 
through them. Here and there I noted a little 
tye-hole of glass as big around asa red cent, 
pasted on to the paper, and as I go throuph the 
streets I find now and then a Hiquld black ball 
surrounded by the cresm-coloured button-hole 
which forms the eyellds of a Korean malden,
